Stoltz  Picked 
For  Head  Spot 

A  fair  wind  blowing  off  the  sidewalks 
of  New  York  brought  J.  Richard  Stoltz 
to  Lincoln  College  in  January  as  the 
18th  President  in  its  107-year  history. 

Dr.  Earl  F.  Hargett,  named  to  re- 
place President  Raymond  Dooley  in  the 
summer  of  1971,  had  died  his  first  day 
in  office,  and  Vice  President  Wilbur 
Layman  had  served  in  an  interim  ca- 
pacity until  Mr.  Stoltz  was  called. 

A  native  of  Michigan  and  graduate 
of  Michigan  State  University,  Mr. 
Stoltz  had  received  his  Masters'  from 
Boston  University  and  was  completing 
his  doctorate  at  Columbia  Teachers' 
College. 

Fully  versed  in  administrative  af- 
fairs after  serving  in  a  number  of 
liaison  positions  at  other  colleges  and 
in  the  business  world,  President 
Stoltz  immediately  set  himself  to  the 
task  of  asserting  his  leadership  abil- 
ity at  LC. 

A  renaissance  in  cultural  activities, 
increasing  emphasis  on  student  life, 
and  personal  attention  to  the  total  cam- 
pus were  obvious  examples  of  the  early 
impact  of  J.  Richard  Stoltz  on  Lincoln 
College.

This  year  Phi  Theta  Kappa  initiated  55  new  members 
to  boost  its  membership  to  an  all  time  high  of  66.
